Oysters  from  Bright  lingsea  and  S' t . Osyth  Creeks  which  are  liable  to 
pollution  are  treated  ao  Brightlingssa  Oyster  Cleansing  Station  which 
is  controlled  by  the  Tendring  and  .Irightlingsea  Gheil-fish  Comittee 
under  the  direction  of  tne  ..inisories  of  hgriculGure  and  Fisheries,  and

Large  numbers  of  young  oysters  are  imported  each  year  from  Lortugal 
and  reared  on  oyster  beds  in  the  above  creehs,  and  are  sold  through- 
one  the  year  \7ithout  any  close  season. 

fhe  famous  Oolchester  hative  oysters  are  cultivated  in  iehe 
fiver  Colne  and  the  fyefleet  Ch.-rnnelc  and  are  not  subject  to  the 
i-^ollution  wnich  occurs  in  the  Ouh^;.r  creeks.  They  are  checked  for 
purity  by  the  Bacteriologist  to  tiie  Fish.iongers  Com.pany  before 
rs-Lease  in  the  i_ondon  ..ai-ketSs  r.nd  in  case  of  adverse  report  both 
oyster  and  water  sanples  are  subi.iiuted  for  analyses  at  the  Public 
health  Lahore boryj  Ipswich. 

Cockles i,  winkles 5 and  mussels  are  collected  from  the  shores 
of  the  tidal  Paver  Colne  ccnd  are  sold  without  treatment  of  any  kind. 
No  case  of  Typhoid  or  I-araGypho id  came  to  our  knowledge  which  could 
be  attributed  to  infection  by  shell-fish  obtained  in  the  locality. 
Since  the  last  Survey  feport  cases  have  been  reported  involving 
oysters  consum  ed  at  rC  ._>olchsster  hotel  and  which  were  purchased  at 
es  t i'.arsea  and  bacteriological  examination  and  typing  seems  to 
confirm  that  they  were  the  vehicle  of  infection.
